November 1.—(/)—The basis of prog- 
ress, of all advance in this country 
must be its continual prosperity, Her- 
bert Hoover tonight told an audience 
that greeted him here en route to his 
California home to vote. 

His speech here was made after 
he had received welcomes from crowds 
at stations in the border states of 
Maryland and West Virginia, where 
his special train made brief stops. 
Within an hour after he had been 
cheered at the union station in Wash- 
ington, the republican presidential 
candidate was greeted at Brunswick, 
Md., where a special stop was made 
‘in order that he might appear for a 
minute or two on the rear platform 
with Mrs. Hoover. 

From S3runswick the nominee was 
taken into West Virginia to find at 
Martinsburg a throng which not only 
filled the space immediately around 
the station ‘but was banked on a 
nearby hillside. The candidate shook 


hands with scores who pressed around 
his car but postponed the beginning 
of his rear platform speaking cam- 
paign un‘il his train had crossed back 
into Maryland and reached Cumber- 
land. 

Leaving his car there, Hoover ap- 
peared in the public square near the 
sfation, where he made the first of 
the four addresses he will deliver on 
his trip across the continent. 
keynote of this speech was prosper- 
ity, and upon this he based a plea 
for continuance of a republican ad- 

ministration.

“The basis of all progress, of all 
advance in our country, must be its 
continual prosperity,” he said. “Pros- 
perity at its base rests on there be- 
ing a job for every man—tbat there 
‘shall be stable employmezuc and ad- 
vancing -standards of uving.

New York, November 1.—(?)— 
Charles Howard Candler, Atlanta, 
capitalist, in a statement made pub- 
lic by democratic national headquar- 
ters, predicted today that Herbert 
Hoover would not carry a_ single 
southern state.

Chest, the 
only efficient method of raising the 
funds which are later’ distributed 
through 38 institutions.” 

Mr. Atkinson, who was principal 
speaker at the luncheon, paid trib 
ute to the men and women who have 
worked on previous campaigns and 
urged those present to assist this year. 

Reorganization Made. 

“Changes have been - made which 
will bring the Community Chest into 
closer contact with the people,” Mr.

Trial of G. O. P. Ward Lead- 
er and Others in Conspir- 
acy Charge Halts. 


Chicago, November 1.— (4) — The 
trial of 16 henchmen of Morris Eller, 
city collector and republican boss of 
the twentieth ward, and his son, Judge 
Emanuel Eller, on conspiracy charges, 
ranging from vote frauds to murder 
in connection with last April's pri- 
mary, was thrown into an uproar and 
halted temporarily today when a wit- 
ness appeared in tears and declared 
her brother had been kidnaped.

primaries. The Ellers also have been 
indicted but obtained separate trials. 

Three negroes who were riding with 
Granady in an automobile on elec- 


tion day had identified Johnny Ar- 
monda as one of those who fired the 
shots that killed Granady and the 
state had arYhounced the intention of 
Closing its case with the testimony of 
one or two more witnesses. 

At resumption of the trial in the 
afternoon the Walsh woman burst 
into the chambers of Judge John M. 
O’Connor, trying the case, and de- 
clared her brother, Lonnie Walsh, had 
been kidnaped last night. The spe- 
cial prosecutors started an inquiry to 
learn if her story were true and if it 
was an attempt to intimidate state 
witnesses. 

Later it was reported to the judge 
that Miss Walsh had been so badly 
frightened by threats against her 
that she had tried to commit suicide 
in the hotel rooms where she was held 
under guard by the state, and court 
was adjourned while Judge O'Connor 
went to the hotel to make a personal 
investigation.

Centuries-Old Custom Ob- 
served in Country Along 
Rhine. 


Ruedesheim -On-Rhine, Germany, 
November 1.—(/)—Ancient bells toll- 
ed at 8 o'clock this morning in dozens 
of thousand-year-old villages along the 
Rhine to announce the beginning of 
the grape picking season. Thousands 
of men and women, whose fathers and 
forefathers for centuries have been 
identified in some form or other with 
viniculture, marched out into’ the 
celebrated “winebergs,” or vineyards, 
to pick a crop which is generally be- 
lieved to be the best since the record 
years of 1915 and 1921, 

At 5 in the afternoon, the same 
quaint bells which have been rung 
at baptisms and funerals, on the oc- 
casions of national victories and lo- 
cal visitations by fire and flood, again 
ring to give notice to the grape pick- 
ers that they must forthwith leave the 
vineyards. 

The practice of tolling the hour for 
entry to and departure from the vine- 
yards is_ a time-honored one, estab- 
lished to prevent the stealing of the 
precious grapes intended for the mak- 
ing. For several months before pick- 
ing time, while the grapes ripen slow- 
ly in the autumnal sunshine, all vine- 
yards are closed by the country con- 
stabulary. Not even the owners may 
enter except on special permit. Dis- 
tributed all along the hillsides are 
rural police who watch with eagles’ 
eyes and immediately question every 
intruder.

CANNON CHALLENGES 
SMITH AND RASKUB 


Declares Candidate Inject- 
ed Religious Issue Into 
Campaign. 


Richmond, Va., November 1.—(?) 
Bishop James Cannon, Jdr., of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, in 
an letter to Governor Alfred E. Smith, 
blames Chairman Raskob of the dem- 
ocratie national committee and the 
nominee himself with injecting the re- 
ligious issue into the campaign as a 
“deliberate effort to throw out a po- 
litical smoke screen.” 

“I flatly challenge you to mect the 
issue of tolerance,” Bishop Cannon 
said, declaring that Governor Smith 
had attempted to brand his opponents 
as intolerant bigots.” 

“The Asheville conference did not 
inject the religious issue into this po- 
litical campaign,” he said. “Prohi- 
bition and Tammany were sufficient 
r.asons to oppose you but you, for 
political purposes, emphasized the re- 
ligious issue. Having raised the issue. 
we have the right to demand that you 
answer the questions which I ask: 

“First: Do you believe that all but 
Roman Catholics are ‘strangers to the 
hope of life and salvation” 

“Second: Do you repudiate the 
authoritative eneyclical statement of 
Gregory, Pius, Leo and Dr 
state, Masonry. Bible societies 
1 the Y. M. C: A.?” 

Quotes Eneyclical. 

Bishop Cannon quoted in connec- 
tion with his first question what he 
was an encyclical ‘issued last 
January by Pope Pius XI, as follows: 
“Furthermore, in this one church of 
Christ (Roman Catholic) no man can 


recognize and obey the authority of 
Peter and his legitimate successors 


(the Roman pontiff). The (Roman) 
Catholic church alone is keeping the 


true worship.’ This is the fount of 
truth, this is the house of faith; this 
is the temple of God; if any man 
enter not here, or if any man go forth 
from it he is a stranger to the hope 
of life and salvation.” 

“Probably no more intolefant state 
ment has ever been made,” Bishop 
Cannon said, telling the governor at 
the same time that he believed Roman 
Catholics would be saved and assert: 
ing that he had _ personally ~ been 
helped by Catholic sermons and hymns 

“I ask you to state whether you 
do actually agree with this encyclical 
‘infallible’ declaration—that all but 
Romanists are strangers to the hope 
of salvation,” Bishop Cannon said. “If 
you do not you are not a loyal Roman 
Catholic: if you do you are more in- 
tolerant than those whom for politica] 
purposes you denounced as _ intoler- 
ant.” 

Bishop Cannon. said Governor 
Smith's quoted statements in Balti- 
more that the was a loyal son of the 
church, and that he adhered to the 
Americay principle of separation of 
church and state were flatly contra- 
dictory. 

Pope’s Declaration. 

Pius XI, the bishop said, declared 
“it is false that the church must be 
separated from the state and the state 
from the church.” Pope Leo XIII, he 
said, had declared “it is not lawful for 
the state any more than for the indi- 
vidual to disregard all religious duties 
or to hold in equal favor different 
kinds of religion... the church deems 
it unlawful to place the various forms 
of divine worship on the same foot- 
ing with the true religion.”’ 

“These utterances are absolutely 
binding on all Romanists—yourself 
and Mr. Raskob included,” Bishop 
Cannon said. The bishop added that 
Dr. John A. Ryan, in his book, “The 
State and the Church,” agrees that 
such a union is impossible under the 
American constitution, but says: 

“Rut constitutions can be changed, 
and non-Catholic sects may decline to 
such a point that the political pro- 
scription of them may become feasible 
and expedient.”

The next President will almost certainlv ex- 
ercise this appointive power since the ages of,the Supreme Court 
judges are as follows: 87, 72, 71, 69, 66, 63, 62, 56. 

3. By his appointive power the President—who selects all Cir- 
cuit and District judges of Federal Courts where prohibition cases 
are tried—could insure that a hostile federal judiciary hampered 
the rigorous enforcement of the law. | 

4. By the selection of his own Cabinet members. Three of 
these—the Attorney-General, Secretary of the Treasury and Sec- 
retary of State, are directly related to prohibition enforcement. 

The Attorney-General directs the work of enforcement in the 
courts of the land. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, under Presidential direction, 
appoints all federal prohibition enforcement. officers. 


The Secretary of State drafts those treaties which have to do 
with the elimination of the smuggling of liquor into the United 

5. By influencing legislation the President could seek to bring 
about a change in the prohibition law. The President, because he 
controls party patronage, has a very direct influence upon mem- 
bers of Congress. Further, one of the duties of the President is 
to make written recommendation of legislation that he favors. 

6. By exercising his power to veto over prohibition legislation 
with which he disagrees. 

Elect a wet. President of the United States and the wet press 
of America and the world and the liquor interests of every nation 
will rejoice -with joy unspeakable. They, by that election, will 
be given a new ledse of life. 

Elect a dry President of the United States and the doom of the 
liquor traffic in America and abroad will be, by that fact, more 
finally sealed.

Amateur Rule 


Is Criticized 


Physical Director in Missouri 
Rips Present. Standards 
in ‘Sportmanship.’ 


New York, November 1-—-(4)— 
Sharp criticism of the present ama- 
teur athletic standards is made in the! 
current issue of the new publication, 
“Sportsmanship,” by Dr. Henry Stod- 
dard Curtis, state director of physical 
education in Missouri and former sec- 
retary and vice president of the Play- 
ground Association of America. 

“Our present amateur rule makes 
an infinite amount of trouble without 
getting anywhere,” said Dr. Curtis in

Declaring that one of the fallacies 
regarding the present rule is that the 
amateur rule as now practiced secures 
the participation of large numbers, 
Dr. Curtis asserts: 

“It would be well if the period of 
competition in all the larger universi- 
ties could be limited to one year for 
each major sport. 


“Certainly the rule of some of the 
conferences that no-one should com- 


ot during his freshman year shou 
universal. The athlete should n 
be allowed to compete in any college 
in any sport for more than three 
years, and he should be expected 
make satisfactory grades in the re 
quired number of subjects.”

an articles entitled, ““What is an Ama- 
teur?” | 

“It is directed solely against the 
poor fellow, but in his case, it is 
nearly always violated in spirit if not 
in letter.

“The poor man cannot afford to 
give the amount of time that intercol- 
legiate athletics take in order to make 
a spectacle for others.

“If we believe that playing on the 
team is service to the school should be 
require of the struggling student that 
it be free?’ 

The type of play which is -repre- 
sented in intercollegiate contests Dr. 
Curtis says “is semi-professional.” 

“It is not supposed to be rewarded 
directly in money although it often 


is, but it is rewarded in publicity, in 
social position, in hero worship, in 
jobs, in travel, vacations, and in many 
other ways.” 

This type of athlete, as represented 
by the college football star, is con- 
trasted by Dr. Curtis on the one hand 
with “the true amateur who plays 
without looking for applause or spec- 
tators” and on the other with the 
“type of amateur play” which “Tilden, 
Paddock and Miss Lenglen represent.”’ 

“While they are making a profes- 
sion and a living from the occupations 
they follow,” said Dr. Curtis, “they 
are not paid directly in money. 

“Tilden has played tennis hearly 
every day for years and, in one way 
or another has made his living by it, 
but a high school boy who plays an 
exhibition game at a fair and receives 
five dollars for it is a professional all 
the rest of his life not only in tennis 
but in football and baseball as well.” 

“The sordidness of the standard is 
evident. It says that there is no 
other. reward but money and there is

BURNED GIRL SAYS

gation, had a pact with some one 
whose name she did not disclose, she 
said tonight when talking to her 
brother Alvin, as she lay in a hos- 
pital bed near death. 

“We had a pact,” she said, “but 
the other one did not go through with 
it. I went through with it alone.” 
Later she added that she “didn't 
think the other girls would put it 
over on me.” 

Although authorities investigating 
the case, particularly the physicians, 
are beginning to accept the theory 
that Miss Knaak burned herself, Al- 
vin and other relatives 4nsist she was 
the victim of an assailant, 


Miss Knaak was burned on her 
arms, legs and head in a furnace in 
the basement of the Lake Bluff city 
hall, and Alyin, after his talk with 
her tonight, said he was certain that 
some one was with her in the base- 
ment, where she was found last Tues- 
day. Repeated examinations of her 
body, . however, have disclosed no 
signs of physical violence.

Calls Sons of Indiana Expo- 
nents of Clean, Honest 
Government. 


Fort Wayne, Ind., November 1.—() 
The names of Thomas R. Marshalli 
and Samuel Ralston were invoked by 
Senator Joe T. Robinson tonight to 
direct the attention of Indiana to 
clean and honest government. 

He described these two sons of In- 
diana as great leaders whose admin- 
istrations while governor of this state 
were “free from graft and suspicion,” 
and declared that the years they held 
the reins of Indiana politics were 
“truly periods of rare courage in lead- 
ership and constructive action.” 

Referring to the acceptance speech 
statement of Herbert Hoover that the 
last seven and one-half years consti- 
tuted a period of such leadership and 
action, Senator Robinson asked: 

“Have the republican leaders in In- 
diana the audacity to ‘point with 


former Governor McCray and Gover- 
nor Jackson? 

“In national affairs as well, the rec- 
ord of the last seven and one-half 
years has not been marked by ‘rare 
courage in leadership’ as has’ been 
claimed by Mr. Hoover. It has been 
shamed by acquiescence for political 
purposes on the part of the president 
and his cabinet and has been steeped 
in crookedness and graft which dis- 
close lack of wholesome and courage- 
ous leadership.” 

Because of these things, Senator 
Robinson said that “thousands of re- 
publicans, not only in Indiana, but 
in every state in the union, are re- 
pudiatig the leadership of which Mr. 
Hoover boasts, and will vote the demo-

Stanford, Conn., November 1.—() 
Paul Lambert, college graduate, sales- 
man, and caretaker, who was taken 
into custody by police yesterday for 
questioning in connection with the 
death of Olga Bayes, Ansonia ste- 
nographer, was still being detained 
today while investigators checked his 
movemeuts on the night of Thursday, 
October 25. 

On that night Miss Bayes was 
struck on the head with a rock and 
thrown into a creek by a man who 
had offered her a ride to the rail- 
road station, where a demonstration 
for Governor Alfred E. Smith was 
scheduled. As a result of her inju- 
ries, Miss Bayes died in Stamford 
hospital early yesterday. 

Lambert has a wife in 
N. Y., but has been living on an eés- 
tate in Shippan Point as caretaker 
since last June. By day, the Colum- 
bia university graduate is a salesman 
for a New York firm. 

Police say that he answers the de- 
scription given by Miss Bayes and 
that spots which appear to be blood 
stains were found on the door of his 
garage. Lambert claims to have been 
at the home of a friend from 5 o'clock 
October 25, until after 10 o'clock that 
night. Miss Bayes was assaulted 
shortly after 8 o'clock.

MONEY CHEST EMPTY, 
BANK CASHIER SOUGHT 


Time Lock Set by Missing: 
Official Opens 72 Hours 
After He Vanishes. 


Groveland, Fla., November 1.—(/) 
Seventy-two hours of suspense ended 
here today when the time lock on 
the money chest at the Bank of Grove- 
land, set by the cashier before he dis- 
appeared last Monday, opened on the 
appointed hour but revealed that there 
were no funds in the safe. 

With an undetermined amount of 
money declared to be missing since 


the departure of J. M. Hightower, 
the cashier, bank officials had patient- 
ly awaited the opening of the time lock 
to ascertaN whether any cash had 
been left in’ the vault. 

“There was no money in the chest,” 
George C. White, state bank examiner, 
declared. shortly after the lock yielded 
at 11:20 o'clock this morning. “We 
found some notes, but no letters of any 
kind bearing on the case. 


Sought on Two Writs. 


White said that ordinarily there 
would have been some cash in the 
chest but be did not know how much. 
Hightower is sought on two warrants, 
one charging him with larceny of 
$3,000 in bank funds and another, 
sworn out by J. W. Caruthers, a 
farmer, alleging that the cashier forged 
Caruther’s name to a personal note 
for $10,000. The note was cleared 
through an out-of-town bank, White 
said, . 
Bank officials believed Hightower, 
whose home formerly was in Raleigh, 
left in an automobile.

New York, November 1.—Another new 
low record for the year was established in 
the raw sugar market today when prices 
declined 1-32 of a cent to the basis of 3.77 
for spots, duty pald. The decline was due 
to increased offerings of near-by supplies, 
with sales reported of about 21.000 bags of 
Cuban from store and 10,000 bags of Porto 
Rican near-bv to local refiners, and 25.000 
bags of Cuban for prompt shipment to an 
outport refiner, 
duty paid. 

Raw sugar futures were easier, reflecting 
the unsettled tone in the spot market and 
disappointing cables from London, with all 
deliveries selling into new low ground for 
the season. The market opened 1 point 
higher to 1 point lower, but soon after 
the whole list weakened under December 
liquidation and selling of the later deliveries 
by houses with both Europegn and Cuban 
connections, with prices at o@e time show- 
ing net losses of 3 to 4 points. Stop-loss 
orders were uncovered on this decline, but 
soon after their execution a alight rally 
followed on covering and some new outside 
buying, with the market closing 1 to 3 
points net lower.

 FENNER & BEANE, 
New York, November 1.—(Special.)—To- 


day's market opened stronger on a wave 


of buying orders influenced by the strength 
of the market toward last night's clos- 
ing and the announcement of a substan- 
tial electrification program by the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. 

For rest of the session, however, the 
‘market showed little definite trend except 
in specific issues. Victor Talking Machine 


_ fontinued its recovery from the low prices 
of yesterday and still seems worth buy-’ 


Railroad electrification on a large scale 
should help not only the individual rail- 
roads concerned but electrical equipment 
manufacturers, particularly Westinghouse 
Electric and General Electric, and above 
all, over a period of time, the public utility 
companies, which will supply current from 
central stations to operate such trains, in 
this particular case. Public Service of New 
Jersey, Philadelphia Electric company and 
United Gag Improvement company, which 
substantially controls these two. On the 
other hand, manufacturers of freight crrs 


“may be still further depressed because the 


increasing efficiency due to electrification 
will permit the handling of a given volume 
of traffic by a smaller number of cars due 
to higher effective speed. 

Favorable developments from the gil 
fields in Barnsdall indicate the probability 
of a substantial extension of the company's 
California field. We consider the stock 


’ attractive both on short and long term basis, 


on account of these developments. 


H. & B. BEER. 
New York, November 1.—(Special.)—The 


' market had a very impressive recovery to- 


day when it became evident that the worst 
of the month-end money stringency prob- 
ably had been seen. Despite heavy calling 
of loans for the last two days, call money 
has remained unchanged at 74 per cent. 
The explanation is found in the attitude of 
large corporations which have been heavy 
lenders recently and particularly today. Pre- 
liminary averages showed a gain of over 
3 points in industrials and 1 point in the 
rails om a volume about the same as yes- 
terday, 

General Motors gained over 4 points end 
frame within about a point of its high level 
for the year. This stock has been very well 
taken in recent sessions and should move 
higher before the dividend meeting on No- 
yember 8. President Slonn’s recent remarks 
are construed as foreshadowing another 
split-up, or a large stock dividend. - This is 
logical in view of the large earning power 
and the fact that the issue is once more 
at an unwieldy price. 

Steel had a good recovery but was not 
conspicuous. This stock has also received 
good support on drives of the past week. 
We expect results for the current quarter to 
top those for the third, not only because 
the final quarter has been the better usuak 
ly in recent years, but because of the tangi- 
ble evidence offered by current figures on 
production and prices. The Dow-Jones aver- 
ange of the price of selected steel products 
has registered another advance into new 
high ground. October pig iron production 
was 63§ per cent over that of September. 
While there has been some slackening ip 
the ontput of finished steel, this has not 
been very important. 


LIVINGSTON AND CO. 

New York, November 1.—(Special.)—After 
a period of extreme duilness in the early 
afternoon there was a slow but steady im- 
provement in both industrial and rail prices 
toward the close. Some profit-taking’ in the 
last ten minutes failed for the most part 
to cancel the gains scored. The market as 
a whole has. absorbed a considerable amount 
of profit taking in the last few days and 
has shown an astonishing ability to snap 
back. With a favorable outcome of the elec- 
tion indicated, there is no reason that we 
can see to expect anything in the near fu- 
ture in.the way of a break with the ex- 
ception of technical setbacks such as have 
heen easily absorbed in the last several 
ays. 

One should still be cantions but maintain 
a fair-sized long position. Sinclair oil was 
the feature in the afternoon, closing at 42 
on reports of very favorable earnings. Mo- 
tor shares were also in good demand. There 
has been in the Iast several days some 
very good buying of Chrysler. 

International Nickel, after making a new 
record high in the eatly afternoon sagged off 
toward the close on normal realizing. On 
any weakness in the next few days we be- 
lieve Goodyear, Chrysler, Wright Aero, Con- 
Solidated Gas and Republic Iron and Steel 
can be purchased. 


Cotton Letters. 


FENNER & BEANE. 
New York, November 1.—(Special.)— 
Trading in cotton was restricted in volume 


owing to the holiday at New Orleans and 
price movement was narrow. Market, how- 
ever, was steady most of the day and a 
few points higher. 

Bad weather and better dry goods and 
spots were factors that held the market 
steady. 

General rains were reported in the west- 
ern half of the belt and freezing tempera- 
tures or below is predicted for the entire 
northern section of Texas and Oklahoma 
with snow possible in Oklahoma. The fore- 
cast also indicates that the rains will work 
eastward and be followed by a cold wave. 

As killing frost is apparently coming 12 
days earlier than a year ago in the north- 
west, and with the crop two weeks later, 
it is expected that considerable damage will 
result. The weather bureau also ‘predicts 
high winds which may also prove damag- 
ing In view of the fact that the crop is 
all open. 

Reports from various parts of Texas told 
of a general aflvance in the basis rang- 
ing from 10 to 50 points. The majority of 
points reported an advance of around 25 
points. Offerings have dried up. 

A large element in the trade seem 
he apprehensive over the effect of the forth- 
coming guesses from the private bureaus. 
If killing frost materializes over the north- 
ern sections of the belt it ought to make 
a substantial reduction in crop guesses and 
should help the market.

LED ENGLISH CLASSES, PROFESSOR SAYS us 


As Moody, Delicate Student 


Milwaukee, Wis.. Noveniber 1.— 
(Spetial.)—A morose, delicate. stu- 
dent, who shunned athletics and spent 
his free time reciting imaginary ex- 
ploits with himself as the hero, was 
the ‘picture drawn today of George 
Harsh, confessed “thrilf killer,” by 
Professor A. G. Santer, principal of 
the school he attended. 

This was the first authentic com- 
posite etching of young Harsh’s stu- 
dent days at the exclusive county day 
school here, where the sons of the 

city’s wealthiest citizens are enrolled. 
Led English Class. 

“George invariably led the English 

classes, but in mathematics he was 


weak and ‘math’ examinations gen- 
erally found him among the trailers. 
But as a student George was quiet 
in the classrooms and aside from a 
few friends he did not mix with* the 
other boys at all. 

“He was in delicate health much 
of the time he was here and fre- 
quently in those two years, from 1921 
to 1923, he was forced to remain home 
because of illness,” Professor Santer 
said. 

School records show that not once 
was young Harsh a candidate for 
any of the athletic teams and school- 
mates talked with today said he gen- 
erally “held court” with a few friends 
while other lads were praticing base 
ball or other games. 

Imaginaticn Ran Past. 


And here it was that his lively 
imagination ran riot, they said, re- 
counting how he suffered torture and 
risked death in his mental adventures. 
A trait of his character that was re- 
peatedly cited today was his tendency 
to become enraged when his leader- 
ship of the “Harsh clique,” as it was 
called, was challenged by-his young 
associates. 

“Hor days at a time,” fellow stu- 
dents said, “he would sulk, refusing 
to talk with them until they recog- 
nized his right to rule with unques- 
tioned authority. 

“But George was tractable,” said 
Professor Santer, “and I cannot re- 
call a single instance where he broke 
any disciplinary rule. 

Needed Interest In Subject. 

“Although at times in class he 
seemed to be thinking of something 
far away. Nevertheless when the sub- 
ject interested him he was an ex- 
ceptionally fine student.” 

' Following his student days, Harsh, 
known to intimates as “Junior” or 


“Junie,” stepped into the role of 
the young society man, and, being the 
son ot George Harsh, millionaire shoe 
manufacturer, the doors of the inner 
cirele were opened wide to him. 

His arrest and indictment have 
split the social world in Milwaukee 
for the Harsh name still is potent in 
the society of Milwaukee and Wiscon- 
sin.

Underwood Bill Only Meas- 
ure Enacted on Subject in 
W.lson’s Regime. 


Des Moines, Iowa, November 1.—

Law Passed in 1921. 


“As a matter of fact,” Senator Cur- 
tis declared tonight, “restriction upon 
immigration was passed in 1921 in 
the extra session called by President 
Harding. The immigration act was 
tightened again in 1924. 

“The only tariff enacted during the 
Wilson administration was the Un- 
derwood bill. This statement of Gov- 
ernor Smith that a tariff sufficiently 
high to protect industry and labor 
was enacted in the Wilson administra- 
tion is clearly an expression showing 
that he deems the Underwood bill 
as sufficient to protect American in- 
dustry and labor. Neither industry 
or labor were protected by that act.”
